President Confers at 
Length With Borah Fol- 
lowing Recent Attacks 
by Drys in Senate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Presi- 

dent Hoover is planning a shakeup 
in prohibition enforcement personnel 
and other measures of a broad char- 


Jeute to improve enforcement as a re- 


sult of renewed agitation by congres- 
sional drys, led by Senator Borah, of 
Idaho. 

The measures to be taken, other 
than personnel changes, will be along 
lines recommended by the president’s 
law enforcement commission in re- 
ports to be issued soon after the new 
year. The treasury also will submit 
recommendations to congress, the first 
of which was announced today as uni- 
fication of border patrol agencies and 
limitation of ports of entry on both 
the Mexican and Canadian borders to 
“bottle up” the borders. 

The recent agitation came to a cli- 
max today when the president had 
Borah, his staunch prohibition cam- 
paigner of a year ago but now chief 
critic of the administration's policy, 
at the White House for lunch. The 
two talked about the prohibition sit- 
uation, aud specifically, it is under- 
stood, about the Idaho.senator's re- 
cent swWeeping coudemnation of en- 
forcement’ personnel. |

Borah would not discuss the con- 
ference, and it was said at the White 
House only that the president and the 
Idaho senator had discussed prohibi- 
tion.

BRAZILIAN DEPUTY 
1) OHUT 10 DEATH 
IN POLITICAL FEUD 


Chamber of Deputies 
Scene of Fatal Shooting 
of Orator of Government 
Party. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Dec. 


| 26.—(United News.)—Deputy Simoes 


Lopes shot and fatally wounded Dep- 
uty Souza Filho, greatest orator of 
the goverenment party, on the floor 
of the chamber of deputies today in 
the first serious flareup from the 
smouldering Brazilian political sit- 
uation. 

The wounded man died on the way 
to a hespital. 

Simoes Lopes and his son, Luiz, 
hurried to the central police station 
by automobile and surrendered as 
mounted police surrounded the cham- 
ber and arrested a number of poli- 
ticians for questioning. 

Souza Filho was about 42 years 
old. He had represented the state of 
Pernambuco during four legislatures. 
Simoes Lopes, a former minister of 
agriculture, represented the state of 
Rio Grande Do Sul, and was chief 
executive of the liberal alliance back- 
ing Getulio Vargas, governor of Rio 
Grande Do Sul, for the  presi- 

ney of the republic gt the election 
March 15. 

Julio Prestes is the government 
party's candidate to succeed Washing- 
ton Luis, the present chief executive. 
Rivalry between the two parties has 
been keen, 

For a week the chamber has 2 
been in session, members Of the “gov- 
ernment party absenting themselves 
so as to prevent a quorum. During 
this time the liberal minority has held 
daily meetings in the chamber, dis- 
cussing what to do. 

Souza Filho ventured into the cham- 
ber this afternoon and, according to 
witnesses, came to blows with Simoes 
Lopes after a bitter argument on 
politics. Young Luiz Simoes Lopes 
then approached the pair and struck 
Souza Filho with a cane. 

Deputy Machado Coelho, one of the 
witnesses, said Souza Filho wrested 
the cane from the attacker and broke 
it over Luiz’s back. 

“He drew his dagger at the same 
time,’’ said Machado Coelho, “and I 
stepped up and took it away from 
him. 

“Meanwhile the elder Simoes Lopes 
had drawn his pistol. A few moments 
later he fired. I distinctly recall the 
gun clogged at first, and he had to 
examine it before it functioned. It 
took only a few seconds, though.” 

The bullets entered Souza Filho’s 
heart and lungs. 

Minority members of the chamber 


were gathered outside on the steps 
of the chamber building at the time, 
holding a protest meeting against the 
absence of the majority of deputies. 

Observers believed Vargas, who was 
scheduled to come here next Satur- 
day to read his campaign platform, 
might postpone his visit because of 
the fatal shooting. While some be- 
lieved the incident would render the 
present inter-party hostilities more in- 
tense, others professed to believe it 
would lead to conciliatory measures. 

A second serious incident occurred 
during the day when Sylvia Serafini, 
editor of the woman’s page of the 
newspaper O Journal, shot and seri- 
ously wounded Roberto Rodrigues, son 
of the owner of the morning paper 
Critica. She felt offended at an ar-

Lawyers for Divorcee 
Agree to Injunction To 
Prevent Client Bringing 
Another Suit. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 26.—() 

rs. Katherine King JFogarty, di- 
vorcee, of Fort Worth, Texas, and 
New York city, through her counsel, 
today signed a stipulation in which 
she agreed that her $500,000 breach 
of promise suit against James J. 
(Gene) ‘Tunney, former heavyweight 
champion of the world, would be de- 
cided in court tomorrow in favor of 
Tunney. 

The stipulation set forth that a mo- 
tion for a judgment on her suit and 
Tunney’s cross complaint would be 
uncontested in superior court in 
Bridgeport, Conn., tomorrow, and that 
an injunction restraining her from 
ever prosecuting a similar claim 
should issue against her. Colonel 
Lewis Field signed the stipulation tor 
Mrs. Fogarty here today. 

Indications that the suit, filed in 
Bridgeport last May while the for- 
mer champion was abroad with his 
wife, the former Polly Lauder, of 
Greenwich, Conn., was about to col- 
lapse came last Friday when Frank 
L. Wilder of Mrs. Fogarty’s counsel, 
asked the court for permission to 
quit the case as her ‘representative. 

er it-had been granted he an- 
woman authorizing a withdrawal of 
the action. 

Tunney’s counsel, Homer S. Cum- 
mings, of Stamford, Conn., would not 
listen to a withdrawal, insisting upon 
a judgment on the merits of the 
claim. He filed a motion for a judg- 
ment which will be argued tomorrow 
before Judge Carl Foster. 

If Judge Foster grants the motion, 
which, in view of the stipulation, it 
seems very likely he will, the victory 
will be Tunney’s. 

Such a judgment would uphold 
Tunney’s denial of her allegations 
that he promised to marry her in Hot 
Springs, Ark., in 1925, and his con- 
tentions that she prosecuted the claim 
solely to traduce his character and 
extort money. 

Gene, however, still would face a 
$500,000 suit for alienation of affec- 
tions filed by the woman's husband, 
John S. Fogarty, once a Fort Worth 
plumber.

While six Canadian airmen with their 
cabin planes wefe waiting at Fair- 
banks and one Russian plane was

BUILDING FALLS 
UN 2o0 DANGERS; 
NOONE IS KILLED 


Only Four Are Seriously 

Injured in Remarkable 
Escape From Crashing 
Roof and Floor. 


LANCASTER, ru... Dec. 26.—(P)— 
Two hundred and fifty persons at- 
tending a card party and dance in the 
American Legion clubrooms at Quar- 
ryville, near here, narrowly escaped 
death tonight in the collapse of the 
second floor and roof of the building. 

Two women and two men were Sse- 
verely hurt. Almost twoscore others 
suffered slight injuries, a number of 
them receiving cuts in attempting to 
escape from the building after the 
crash. . 

Cards were being played by 150 per- 
sons on the second floor of the struc- 
ture, a two-story frame building, when 
the front of the flooring gave way. 
The players were hurled down the 
floor, which became a sliding board 
to the first floor, where about 50 
couples were preparing to dance. The 
roof then tumbled on the entire as- 
semblage. 

Hearing the splintering of the floor 
above them, the dancers screamed and 
made a dash for the front door. Just 
as those in the front were about to 
make an exit, the flooring and the 
card players fell on them. The tim- 
bers blocked the door. 

Panic reigned for a time with all 

those unhurt trying to get out of 
the building. Some of the men broke 
the plate glass windows on the first 
floor and the crowd pushed through 
the apertures. 
_ Many of those injured were cut 
in climbing through the jagged holes 
in the glass. The seriously injured 
were Mrs. Frank Forbes and Mrs. 
Carrie Haverstick, both 35, who had 
been with the group playing cards on 
the upstairs floor. 

William E. Miller, of Quarry, who 
was on the outside, rushed into the 
building to save his wife who had 
been playing cards. In some man- 
ner his trousers leg caught on an iron 
hook and he hung suspended for sev- 
eral minutes while the crowd pushed 
and milled about him. He finally 
was rescued, escaping with a badly 
cut leg and shock. Nearly every fam- 
ily in the town was tepresented. 

The party was held under the aus- 
pices of the Quarryville fire depart- 
ment. 

Of light frame construction, the 
building originally was used to house 
carriages andl wagons.

- With Mrs. Hoover, he visited the 


next chief executive of the republic 
to the south and Senora de Ortiz, 
Rubio at the Mexican embassy. A 
call at the White House by the Mex- 
ican visitors had preceded. 

It was the first time in history 
_ that a president of the United States 
had left the White House so to hon- 
or a president-elect. The act was a 
formal acknowledgment of like cour- 
tesies extended to Mr. Hoover when 
he toured South America as a presi- 
dent-elect last year. 

Senor Ortiz Rubio and his suite 
arrived at noon by train from Balti- 
more, where he spent the last two 
weeks under medical treatment at 
Johns Hopkins hospital. Military 
honors ordinarily reserved for gov- 
ernmental heads were paid him at the 
Tnion station, on his four-mile drive 
through the city and at the Mexican 
embassy, where he will stay for four 
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days with his wife and their three 
small children. 

His call at the White House and 
Mr. Hoover's to the Mexican embassy 
followed. Mrs. Hoover subsequently 
entertained Senora de Ortiz Rubio at 
tea in the executive mansion while 
the governi board of the Pan- 
American Union headed by Secretary 
Stimson, who had met the Mexican 
party at the train, entertained Senor 
Ortiz Rubio at a reception in the 
Pan-American Union building. 


To Solidify Ties. 


There the future president of Mex- 
ico told the ambassadors and minis- 
ters of the 20 Latin republics of 
America that Ambassador Manuel C. 
Tellez had been instructed to continue 
working in the interests of a program 
which will tend to solidify the ties 
that unite the countries of the Amer- 
ican continent. 

Senor Ortiz Rubio said Mexico al- 
‘ways had been in favor of a closer 
union among the countries of Ameri- 
ca and therefore sympathized with the 
Pan-American movement. He ex- 
pressed appreciation for the cordial 
welcome he had received. 

Secretary Stimson welcomed the 
distinguished Mexican guest in his 
capacity as’ chairman of the govern- 
ing board. 


“I am privileged to extend to you,” 
he said, “on behalf of my colleagues 
of the board, a hearty welcome to the 
Pan-American Union and, at the same 
time, to assure you of the deep and 
warm feeling of friendship which we 
all feel for your great country. 

“From the very beginning of its 
organization, the Pan-American 
Union has enjoyed the constant and 
enthusiastic co-operation of the goyv- 
ernment and the people of Mexico. 
The second international conference 
of American states, held at Mexico 
City in 1901, was one of the most 
important international gatherings 
ever held on the American continent. 

No Effert Spared. 

“Your able representative of the 
governing board, Manuel C. Tellez, 
has spared no effort to further the 
work of the union. We are grateful 
to you for the co-operation which 
Mexico has given to the union in the 
past, and we are certain that this co- 
operation will be equally fruitful in 
the future. 

“T am certain that I am _ express- 
ing what is in the minds of all my 
colleagues when wish you the full- 
est measure of success in the great 
work which you are soon to under- 
take and to combine’ therewith the 
warmest wishes for the progress and 
prosperity of the Mexican people.” 

In the evening, Dwight W. Morrow, 
United States ambassador to Mex- 
ico, entertained in honor of the presi- 
dent-elect at dinner in the Carlton 
hotel. 

Tomorrow's program will begin at 

a. m. with a trip to Arlington 
cemetery, where Senor Ortiz Rubio 
will lay a wreath on the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier, and will end with 
a state dinner at the White House 
by the President and Mrs. Hoover.

She has ac- 
quired the title of “Queen Flo,” which 
designates her as the gambling queen 
among the thousands of women who 
gather around the green tables here 
along the blue Mediterranean. 

Mrs. Gould’s winnings the past 
few weeks are estimated to be more 
than a million franes, which far sur- 
asses the paper wignings of the Dol- 
y sisters, chronicled around the 
world last winter. Her play has been 
principally in the $5,000,000 Nice ca- 
sino built by her husband, but she 
has also attacked the banks at va- 
rious other casinos along the gold 
coast. 

She is one of the steadiest players 
ever seen at a French gaming resort, 
and has played every afternoon and 
evening for more than a month. She 
has her own system and has been so 
successful that casinos report bac- 
carat receipts up 50 per cent when- 
ever she sits down. 

Her system is secret and experts 
have been unable to fathom it, but it 
is noteworthy that she never runs 
entirely through what appears to be 
a lucky sequence. She always pulls 
out before her luck turns. 

Generally, on her way into the bac- 
carat room, she stops at the “boule” 
tables to play a few chips while the 
croupiers spin the little balls. On the 
outcome she gauges her stakes. If she 
— her luck at boule, she plunges 

eavily at baccarat, but if boule goes 
against her, she handles only light 
stakes. 

She is accustomed to playing heavy 
stakes, generally more than $1,000 at 
a time, and not infrequently her 
stakes have been as much as 200,000 
francs. She has a perfect poker face, 
and smiles all through her play, giv- 
ing no indication by her expression 
whether she is able to make her en- 
tries in red or black ink. 

Gould seldom gambles. He is con- 
stantly at the casino, which repre- 
sents for him an investment of 125,- 
000,000 frances, but rarely takes a 
hand at baccarat and then never sits 
down to. play.

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SCIENTISTS DESIGNATE AGE IN REPORT 


Starts WithHighSchoolSeniors

‘3ut 
it is also slight, giving little basis for 
anathemas against modern young 
folks, and there is both a recovery of 
ideals later on, and the youngsters, 
despite their tendency to crack, appear 
to haye a higher rating than some, 
though not all, of their elders. 

In the period of outbreak the boys 
outflare the girls. 

The réport appears to fix a time 
when-it may be especially valuable 
to guard the development of youth. 
The twelfth grade deviation was found 
during a study of the -attitudes of 
3,500 Iowa school children toward law. 
It was made this year by Dr. E. G. 
Lockhart, professor of. psychology at 
rake University. The youngsters 
answered 51 questions about 20 laws 


‘more or less familiar to children and 


the standard used ‘for measuring their 
answers was almost august, being the 
replies to the same questions by 50 
lawyers of the highest rank in iowa. 
The children ranged_from the fourth 
grade to the twelfth. 

The lawyers scored a percentage of 
48.08 and the fourth grades 44.07. 
The children’s percentages rose until 
its peak was in the eleventh grade 
with 47.29. Then the twelfth grade 


; dropped to 46.08. The higher group, 


however, college graduates, rose to 
7.58, a point higher than the grades. 

A small town civie club was below 
even the twelfth-graders, with a score 
of 45.73. 

“We found,” said Dr. Lockhart, 
“that attitude toward law improves 
with each intelligence until high 
schoo]. At the highest level] of intelli- 
gence in high school we discovered a 
tendency to fall below, or perhaps we 


had better say deviate, from the atti- | 
tude held by adults. is group stub- 
bornly persists in an attitude that does 
not conform to the adults. It is the 
influence of this group in Grade 12 
that pulls down their mean score. The 
ant Reaahe of this finding may be 
far-reaching and worthy of exhaustive 
research. 

“Sex appears to have no influence 
of consequence on attitude toward 
law. In Grades 11 and 12 the girls 
are shown to have an attitude slightly 
nearer that of adults than the boys. 
This difference is small. but constant. 

“Social and economic stgtus is of 
no consequence of determining atti- 
tude toward law. The outstanding con- 
clusion is that children do not differ 
greatly from adults in this attitude. 
We find a lawless attitude as fre- 
quently among those of high intelli- 
gence as among those of low. Lawless 
attitude seems to be a problem of the 
individual.” ;

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—(P)— 
For one brief day the thirty-first 
president of the United States did his 
routine office work in the study re- 
te with memories of other presi- 
dents from Adams to Roosevelt, who 
directed the affairs of the nation from 
where Herbert Hoover spent most of 
today at an unfamiliar desk. 

A few hundred feet away laborers 
were hammering and scraping to ad- 
just the wreckage of the president's 
office building, the business was pre- 
paratory to restoring the fire-ruined 
structure, upon Mr. Hoover's order, 
so that the office work of the vast 
executive duties can be resumed as 
quickly as possible at the west wing 
of the White House. 

Just across the street, too, .other 
government employes were preparing 
the old offices of the secretary of the 
navy in the state, war and navy build- 
ing for temporary occupancy. These 
quarters were being counted on to 
be ready for the president tomorrow, 
he hopes it will not be necessary to 
use them for long.

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He proposed that the eastern side 
of the state, war nad navy building 
be turned over to the chief executive 
or that an elaborate marble building 
be constructed south of the White 
House. If the offices in the state 
war and navy building are selected 
Representative Britten would have 
excavated a tunnel under West Ex- 
écutive avenue, which separates the 
structure from the White House. 

Mr. Hoover worked today in the 
historic presidential study on the sec- 
ond floor of the executive mansion. 
lt. was used by all the nation’s chief 
executives from President Adams to 
President Roosevelt, and Mr. Hoover 
recently had it restored after 25 years 
of disuse. It has come to be known 
as the Lincoln study, Abraham Lip- 
eoln having signed the emancipation 
proclamation there. 


Origin of Blaze.

brilliant career. 

The boxes held some prized belomg- 
ings of the general, whose modest 
rooms at a clih have not permitted 
their display. They were taken to a 
still more obscure place of storage. 


Move War Plans Division. 


To make way for the many workers 
attached to the presidential office the 
entire war plans division of the army 
was moved out of its dozen or more 
rooms adjoining the Pershing office. 
An uptown office building will house 
them temporarily. 

The president's office is faced across 
the width of the building by the of- 
fice of the secretary of war. In the 
center of the south wing on the same 
floor is the suite used by the secre- 
Adjoining this chamber 
is a spacious conference reom which 
has been suggested as a suitable place 
for the twice-weekly cabinet meetings. 

The cabinet members’ chairs, each 
bearing its owner's name, were taken 
over from the destroyed executive of- 
fice today little the worse for the 
smoke and water to which they wene 
exposed.

$7,078,000 against $7,827,000 in 1928. 


The toraf peanut crop, including 
peanuts grazed or otherwise utilized 
as well as those gathered, is estimated 
at 394,550,000 pounds, an increase of 
16 per cent over last season, but 
owing to much lower prices this year 
the value of current production shows 
a decrease of 10 per cent—$13,415,- 
000 as compared with $14,969,000. In- 
cluded in these figures are 222,950,- 
000 pounds harvested for nuts from 
343,000 acres in 1929. which com- 
pares with 189,000,000 pounds har- 
vested from 350,000 acres last year, 
or an increase of 18 per cent in pro- 
duction upon a 2 per cent smaller 
acreage. 


Record-Breaking Tobacco Crop. 


The largest crop in the history of 
the state was harvested from an 
acreage.

MOTHER AND BABY 
LOST IN SNOW, DIE 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Dec. 26.—() 
Minnie Marcum, who with her mother, 
a younger sister and infant brother, 
started from here Tuesday, December 
17, to spend the Christmas holidays 
at their mountain home on the slopes 
of Sharp’s mountain, 25 miles from 
Huntsville, today told the story of 
the party being lost and the death 
from exposure of her mother and in- 
fant brother, four days later. 

A report of the tragedy was brought 
from the snow-covered mountain side 
today by a runner, the first to make 
his way through the heavy snow. Doc- 
tors and an ambulance were dispatch- 
ed from here to administer to the girl 
and her 7-year-old sister, Pearl. 

The bodies of the mother and in- 
fant boy were recovered yesterday, 
brought here and buried today. 

The bodies were found in a hollow 
log, three-quarters of a mile from 
home, by the father, 
Frank Marcum, who retraced his 
(daughter's footprints through the 
snow to the point where the mother 
and young boy collapsed from exhaus- 
tion after four days of wandering in 
the bitter cold. They were placed in 
the log by Minnie to shield them from 
the cold. 

Minnie said she left Huntsville with 
her mother, brother and sister in an 
automobile. At the base of the moun- 
tain they left the machine to walk 
up the mountain trial, a distance of 


three miles. : 

They became lost, she said, the 
trial being invisible from the heavy 
snow. They wandered about, she con- 
tinued, through Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. On Sunday the mother 
fell exhausted and died within a few 
minutes. The infant boy died short- 
ly afterward. 

Minnie said her younger sister be- 
came ill from the cold and she took 
clothing from the body of her mother 
to warm her. Two more days were 
spent in wandering hefore they 
reached home. Both eollapsed after 
telling of their experfences. Physicians 
who attended them said they were 
suffering from ®xposure, but would 
recover.

government of Russia by the labor 
government of Great Britain is an 
event in iniernational 
which will be regartled with pro- 
found interest in all the govern- 
ment circles of Europe and here in 
the United States. It will certainly 
encourage, in this country those 
political leaders, international bank- 
ers and trade promoters who are 
contending that our government, 
“for business reasons,”’ should rec- 
ognize the Stalin regime in Russia. 
They hold that we can do that with- 
out committting ourselves to any 
approval of the peculiar vagaries 
and pgactices of the soviet despot- 
ism that has succeeded the pater- 
nalistic autocracy of the murdered 
Czar. 

That general American senti- 
ment is strongly opposed to the so- 
cial, atheistic and communistic poli- 
cies of sovietism as operating in 
Russia cannot be denied. We may 
be passing through an era of 
“changing morals,” as Dr. Will Du- 
rant insists, but certainly what 
morals we profess are at the anti- 
pode from those set up by the so- 
viet cult. We may not be as pro- 
fessionally pious as our Puritan fore- 
bears and their imitators would esti- 
mate piety, but we certainly have 
not yet fallen so low as to wreck 
our ecclesiastical establishments, 
forbid religious rites of any kind 
on any occasion domestic or public, 
and to make a holiday of the burn- 
ing of an effigy of the Christ in 
(the public square of our national 
capital. 

Ours may, in the eyes of neo- 
| philosophers, be a crude sort of 
“Christian civilization,” but at that 
our people are not yet ready to af- 
filiate with the sort of semi-barbaric 
outfit that is now dominant in Rus- 
Sia.

The Turkish government has de- 
cided that Sunday, not Friday, shall 
be the weekly day of rest. The de- 
cision has been widely commented on 
by the Turkish Press. It is under- 
stood that a draft law relating to the 
change is about to be laid before the 
great national assembly at Angora. 
The reasons for the reform are purely 
economic. It is one of the remedies 
the government contemplates for the 
depression Turkey has experienced 
during the past three years, In Feb- 
ruary, 1924, Turkey introduced a com- 
pulsory weekly rest-day. The choice 
fell on Friday, because on that day, 
more than on others, Mussulmans de- 
vote time to prayer and because Tur- 
key, after the Anatolian victory, 
wished to emphasize national senti- 
ment. But the Mussulman ‘used to 
close his shop on Fridays only for an 
hour or two about noon. There were 
many objections to the government’s 
choice of Friday as a compulsory rest 
day. Financial transactions, for ex- 
ample, were obstructed because the 
banks, being closed on Sundays, were 
unable to communicate with the occi- 
dental markets, and, Owing to the 
closing of European stock exchanges, 
were unable to work normally on Sat- 
urdays and Sundays.

Hoover Said to Be Sitting Pretty. 


The opinion of the newspapermen 
who watch and report capital affairs 
for the national press is that, for 
the present, President Hoover is sit- 
ting pretty. He is waiting on con- 
gress. -When it has passed upon any 
problem that conditions have pressed 
upon its determination, and sent their 
work to him, he will approve or dis- 
approve the measure as his judgment 
and sense of constitutional obligation 
dictate. 

Back in his head he is believed to 
have very set opinions about legisla- 
tion that is much needed and much 
proposed legislation that is absolutely 
not needed. There are some informed 
persons who have worked close- 
ly with Hoover in ygers past 
who think that he “1s _ like- 
ly to use the veto power more liberal- 


ly than any president since Grover 


Cleveland’s time. Any effort to break 
through the lines of his economy plans 
is sure to get the ax. Any interest 
ef the people that needs liberal treat- 
ment will get his approval, but 
schemes of using public money for elec- 
tioneering purposes of local gratifi- 
ag wil get from him a prompt non 
vuit, 

The really big things that Hoover 
wants are almost wholly non-political. 
He wants the Mississippi river effec- 
tually harnessed against future floods 
destructive of thousands of lives and 
millions of property. He wants the 
general waterways of the nation ca- 
naled for economic navigation. He 
wants the St. Lawrence canal agreed 
upon and built by the co-operation 
of the United States and Canada. He 
wants the nation and the states sever- 
ally to adopt schemes of public works 
which will employ all willing workers 
and reduce unemployment and pov- 
erty to their minimums. His ambi- 
tion is to see a busy, prosperous and 
contented people under the American 
flag and is eager to make every con- 
tribution to that happy effect that is 
possible to him as president.

More Federal Aid for Roads. 

Georgia’s highways board can look 
forward confidently to increased fed- 
eral aid for roads after July 1 next. 
The house committee on roads has fa- 
vorably reported by its chairman, Rep- 
resentative Dowell, of Iowa, provid- 
ing increases of $50,000,000 annually 
for the fiscal years 1931, 1982 and 
1933. On the present basis of allot- 
ing the federal aid funds Georgia 
should get some $3,250,000 in each of 


those years instead of the near $2,- | 


000,000 now given to her annually. 
She is behind $2,000,000 now becasue 
she has not paid herself out of debt 
on past contracts and the financiers 
refuse to buy the board’s warrants 
drawn against accruing road revenues 
so as to enable it to draw that federal 
money. Director MacDonald, of the 
federal-bureau of roads, says that two 
years is allowed to states to avail of 
the allocations made to them, so that 
there is yet time for the Georgia board 
to get itself in condition to get the 
money now waiting and to receive the 
future increased aid funds.

Correcting an Income Tax Error. 
It will serve all yarties concerned 
to understand that the recent act cut- 
ting $160,000,000 from the federal in- 
come taxes applies only to the taxes 
for this year, 1929. ; 
here is a mistaken impression 
abroad that the cut is a permanent 
one for the future, until some great 
fiscal need should require a heavier 
rate of taxation on incomes. But it 
is not a continuous cut. It was rec- 
ommended and enacted only for the 
current year because the figured treas- 
ury surplus would allow it. The rates 
for 1930 may revert to those of 1928, 
unless a year hence the treasury can 
stand for a continuance of the cut, or 
a larger one; in which case a new res- 
olution would need to be passed and 
approved by the president.

One of 
the arbitrary ideas cherished by the 
radical element of our profession in 
reference to the tonsil question is 
that a doctor, surgeon or specialist 
who knows his snares, punches, tomes, 
scalpels, hemostats, gags, et cetera, re- 
moves the tonsils, oh, you just can't 
conceive how radically when he pur- 
ports to have removed them at all. 
Well, I suppose we doctors ought to 
stick to our story, yet I, for one, have 
no hesitancy in affirming that I be- 
lieve the time has come to hedge a 
bit, in the best interest of the public. 
The very reason and inspiration for 
our “code” of medical ethics is the

DEFENDED BY RAINEY 


Board Chairman Denies 
Charges of Inadequate and 
Antiquated System. 


Judge E. L. Rainey, chairman of 
the state prison board, Thursday en- 
tered a vigorous denial to charges 
by the National Society of Penal In- 
formation, in the current issue of its 
publication, that the prison system in 
vogue in Georgia is antiquated and 
inadequate. - 

The publication stated that the pris- 
on board is elective; that the board 
has little jurisdiction over the vari- 
ous camps; that the county camps 
are inadequate; that the fee system 
for sheriffs is vicious; and that the 
eage wagons in use tend to engender 
vice, 


The report was by William B. Cox, | 


field secretary for the society, which 
has its headquarters in New York. 


Defends Prison System. 

Judge Rainey denied vigorously 
that the prison system is inadequate. 
With reference to the criticism 
against the elective system of choos- 
ing members of the prison board, and 
of the fee system among _ sheriffs, 
over which the board has no control, 
h made no comment. 

The board has the entire super- 
vision of all prisoners, he declared, 
in answer to the charge that it had 
no jurisdiction over them. It bas 
control of the treatment of the men, 
the hours they work, their food and 
their quarters, he said. The men are 
directly supervised by a warden ap- 
pointed by the prison board on rec- 
ommendation of county authorities. 

Some of the county camps are over- 
crowded, he admitted, but declared 
that on the whole very satisfactory 
conditions exist. There is no com- 
plaint by the prisoners as to the 
niequacy of the quarters given them, 
he asserted. 

The prisons are periodically in- 
apected, once each month, by duly ap- 
pointed inspectors, he said. , The 
grand juries of the various counties 
inspect them every six months, and 
members of the state prison board at 
ihe same interval. 

Use of Cages. 

With regard to the use of cages 
Judge Rainey stated that the men 
kept in cages are on the whole health- 
ier than those who are housed in regu- 
lac buildings. He said, however, that 
the policy of the board is to diseour- 
age the use of the cages and that 
several of the counties have already 
abandoned them. Their use will 
gradually eliminated from the prison 
system, he said. 


“In no other states is the actual | 


control of the state board so limited 
as it is here,” said the report printed 
in the publication of the penal infor- 
mation society. 

“The state is responsible for the 
transfer of the state prisoners from 
the county jail to the county camps. 
It has authority for inspections, but 
little control of the men after they 
are transferred to the counties. 

Charges Against System. 

“For all practical purposes, at 
least, the state prisoners are in the 
hands of the warden of the county, 
who, as he is pail by the county 
nnd responsible to it for getting road 
work done, is certain to be more im- 
pressed with his responsibility to 
the county than to the state,

wage. On discharge they ave given 
civilian clothing not to exceed &8 in 
value and a railroad ticket to the

itinuance of this primitive form of 
housing. 

“The use of cage wagons may save 
| wages of guards, but the crowded 
, wagons and lack of supervision create 
conditions in which unnatural vice in- 
evitably runs rampant, conditions 
which no state can afford to be re- 
sponsible for. Cage wagons have no 
proper use today unless for exhibition 
as historical curiosities. 

“The equipment as a whole is de- 
fective in most camps. The only 
bathing equipmeat in many is tubs 
in the open air. In cold weather 
this means that no baths are taken, 
a condition not found or tolerated in 
any state. 

“The state has no real voice in 
the selection of the warden or depu- 
ties, and little knowledge of and no 
real control over the state prisoners 
after they are turned over to the 
counties. The organization is defec- 
| tive and the methods of discipline it 
fosters are vicious. 

Georgia at Bottom. 

“Georgia exceeds in size and wealth 
most of the nearby states, but its 
yrison system must be placed at the 
vottom of the list. Alabama has re- | 
organized its prison system quite ef- | 
fectively. 

“(Georgia should reorganize its en- 
tire system before serious scandal or 
the refusal of the counties to take 
, state prisoners—not a remote possi- 
bility—creats an emergency of a grave | 
nature. Such a reorganization in|

The announcement said the pay- 
ment had been received in treasury 
notes and first Liberty loan bonds. 

The. payment was the first made 
since congress approved the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement, which was sign- 
ed on December 18 by the president. 
All payments which have been made 
in the past on account of the princi- 
pal of the obligation, and on account 
of interest on the obligations given 
for surplus war material purchased 
from this government, are being cred- 
ited to the annuities first due under 
the funding agreement. 

Up to the time that the agreement 
was ratified "France had paid $112,- 
032,065 to this government while the 
total annuities due up to June 15 
on the agreement, which was reached 
on April 29, 1926, amounted to $125,- 
000,000 


The net annuity to be received 
from the French government will 
amount to $35,000,000 and will be 
payable next June 15.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dee. 26.— 
(?)—Severe frost and cold wind dam- 
age in some trucking sections of the 
state were revealed today as reports 
arrived at the headquarters here of 
the state marketing bureau. 

Beans, strawberries, peppers. to- 
matoes and eggplant appeared to have 
been the heaviest sufferers, but the 
damage was not general to the whole 
producing areas. The bureau's re- 
port from Plant City said that ap- 
proximately 15 per cent. of the straw- 
rry crop had been covered against 
the cold, but that of the rest, ap- 
proximately 50 to 75 per cent of the 
fruit and bloom were lost. About 80 
per cent of the strawberry crop was 
killed at Starke and vicinity. 

“Beans in this section practically 
wiped out, read the report from Fort 
Myers, which added that eggplant suf- 
fered a 10 per cent loss, while pep- 
pers, tomatoes and other vegetables 
were only slightly hurt. 

Tender growing crops were severe- 
ly burned by the cold through a wide 
area, but complete reports ‘were lack- 
ing. There were no reports of any 
damage to citrus and the bureau be- 
lieved this class of crops had escaped 


_ There was no injury to the celery 
in the Sanford area, but reports said 
that eggplant, peppers and other ten- 
der vegetables suffered greatly. 
Frost damage in the Fort Lauder- 
dale area was negligible. and Hastings 


no damage in that section. 
he bureau's agent at West Palm 
Beach had no reports on last night's 
frost damage, he said, but stated that 
so far as was known the damage 
from the cold of the’ holidays had 
been slight.

The bureau said it was impossible 
at this time to make any estimates of 
the general damage and that several 
days would be required for the ac- 
cumulation of the necessary reports.

In 
the Miami area there was consider- 
able damage to crops, with estimates

Tech Asked To Aid 
In Olympic Campaign 


Hal Barron, One of College Track Coaches, 
Asked To Develop Distance Runners. 


By Herb Clark. 


The United States will win the Olympic games in 1932—because they 
are to be held on United States soil and for no other reason. 

_And the United Statés will lose the Olympic games in 1936—unless 
some good distance men are developed in the very near future. 

This is on the word of George W. Orton, director of the Philadelphia 
Municipal Stadium, who is worried. Or, as he puts it himself in a letter 
to Coach Hal Barron, of Georgia Tech, he is ‘“‘very much concerned.” 

. George W. Orton only acquired that ““‘W.” a few years ago. Prior 
to that he was plain George Orton—a national and international figure 
in the realm of track, an Olympic’ distance champion in his own right 
and one-time holder of 16 national titles over the distance courses and 
winner of many intercollegiate races. 


And George W. is worried. He has¢ 


been looking over the reports from 
the Amsterdam games with an eye 
which was far from satisfied. He 
notes that the United States won but 
one track event, the 400-meter dash. 
George is connected with the long- 
distance committee of the A. A. U. 
and his letter to Barron was one of 
many sent out in an effort to convince 
the active coaches of the necessity of 
training distance men and to induce 
the various conferences of the country 
to include distance runs on their regu- 
lar meet programs, especially recom- | 
mending one over a six-mile course. 


DEFECT LOOMS. 


Commenting, Orton says: “I believe 
that if this were done we should get 
our share of the points in the longer 
Olympic events.” And, “I am generally 
regarded as very optimistic, but 1 can 
see nothing ahead for us but defeat 
in the 1986 Olympics unless we de- 
velop some men for the _ distance 
events. We'll win the 1932 Olympics, 
as they are to be held in this country, 
but 1936 will be another story and a 
sad one for this country unless we get 
busy.”

But they reported the trusty sys- 
tem, especially at Kilby, was “such 
as to create grave doubts as to its 
effect on the morale of the general 
population.” A large number of pris- 
oners were permitted “unusual free- 
dom,” sometimes being allowed to 
patronize theaters and restaurants in 


and morale and discipline have been 
greatly improved as a result, despite 
“a high degree of illiteracy among the 
inmates.” The report stated there is 
no educational work at Raleigh, and 
the library is “one of 
among the institutions of the coun- 
try.” 

The LElandbook criticizes the sys- 
tem in South Carolina whereby pris- 
oners from county camps are trans- 
ferred to the state prison, which be- 
comes “at best little more than a 
dumping ground for men whom the 
counties do not want.”

ENDURANCE OF MEN AND EQUIPMENT TO BE TESTED 


To Test Radio: and Motors 


BY OSCAR LEIDING, 
Associated Press Feature Writer. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—()— 

Fliers of the army air corps will ad- 
vance early in January ever a 3,500- 
mile “battlefront,” from Detroit to 
Spokane, to measure the endurance 
of men and equipment in sub-zero 
weather and test the value of short- 
wave radio communication. 

The war department today an- 
nounced its tentative plans for “the 
combat in the front yard of the arc- 
tic circles against the shock troops of 
winter—snow, ice, and “sub-zero tem- 
peratures,” 

Experiments in long distance radio 
communication between the aircraft 
and permanent ground stations will be 
conducted in - e¢o-operation with the 
American Radio Relay. league, which 
will create a network through thou- 
sands of amateurs to span the coun- 
try from coast-to-coast and border-to- 


border. 
January 5 has been tentatively set 


as the day when 18 pursuit planes 
and two army transports, equipped 
with skis instead of landing wheels, 
will start from Selfridge field for 
Spokane by way of Duluth, Grand 
Forks, Glasgow, and other intermedi- 
ate points. The return route will take 
the fliers through Helena, Butte, 
Miles City, Bismarck, Fargo and Min- 
neapolis. 

Major Ralph Royce, commanding of- 
ficer of the first pursuit group, will 
be in charge of the flight. H. J. 


Adamson, Assistant to F. Trubee Da- 


| vison, assistant secretary of war for 
/ aeronautics, 


and Lieutenant Charles 
A. Harrington, will supervise radio 


communication en route. 


The co-operation of the diniiion| 


Radio Relay league, of which Hiram 
Maxim, famous inventor, is president, 
was enlisted by Mr. Davison and Ma- 
jor General James BE. Fecheét, chief of 
the air corps. 

Daily reports of the purusit units 
will be speeded from irsolated places 
through thousands of amateur stations 
to the message centers in Washington, 
in charge of Lieutenant Arthur I. En- 
nis, and: in Hartford, Connecticut, in 
charge of F. E. Handy, and various 
army posts. 

“Short wave radio communication, 
under conditions such as will be en- 
eountered on the pursuit maneuvers,” 
Mr. Davison said in announcing the 
project, “is still highly experimental. 
While it may be possible for the mis- 
sion to establish direct contact with 
the message centers, it is quite certain 


that communication may have to be re- 
layed from point to point. 


“The route fellowed by the relays 
and the speed with which they func- 
tion will furnish valuable and interest- 
ing data. 1 am certain that short- 
wave radio soon will play au impor- 
tant role in civil as well as military 
operations.”

When 
the bill which became the transporta- 
tion act of 1920 was being debated 
congress made no secret of what it 
was trying to do. It was openly ad- 
mitted that the fundamental object 
of the law was to get rid of the weak 
railroads by forcing the stronger reads 
to merge with the weak ones. Con- 
gress wanted to get rid of the weak 
railroads in order to solve a trouble- 
some problem. The weak railroads at 
regular intervals asked for an in- 
crease in freight rates, giving figures 
to show they needed it, but shippers 
would come along and give more fig- 
ures showing that well-managed rail- 
roads operating in the same territory 
as the weak ones and hence getting 
the same freight rates were earning 
and paying dividends,

Shorts hurried to cover their commit- 
ments, as professional speculators for 
the rise quickly took advantage of the 
situation to send prices higher, con- 
centrating their efforts in some of the 
swift-moving utilities. 

Credit continued to tighten, in keep- 
ing with the normal year-end tenden- 
cies. Call money touched 6 per cent, 
the highest rate since mid- November, 
after renewing at 5 1-2. Banks called 
some $40,000,000 in loans. The flow 
of funds normally turns in the direc- 
tion of New York after Christmas, but 
this is offset by “window dressing” by 
banks and corporations which with- 
draw their funds to make large cash 
balances appear in their annual state- 
ments.

NEW v0 , Dec. 26.—(#)—Bull- 
ish sentiment ag more pronounced 
.in today’s curb market, but trading 
continued relatively light in yolume. 
The apparent completion of tax sell- 
ing, except in isolated specialties; the 
recent inability of “bear” traders to 
dislodge any large volume of stock 
and the prospect of a good reinvest- 
ment demand around the turn of the 
year all helped to create a more 
cheerful feeling in speculative circles. 

Standard Power & Light was the 
spectacular feature of the public utili- 
ty group, soaring nearly points on 
the announcement of a capital re- 
adjustment plan, and then losing 
nearly a third of its gain. Northern 
States Power “A” jumped 11 points 
and Commonwealth Edison fell 71-2 
on a few sales. Electric Bond & 
Share was in brisk demand all day, 
closing with a net gain of 41-4 ine 
at 79 7-8. American & Foreign Power 
warrants advanced 4 points and Cities 
Service improved fractionally. 

Wide swings took place in a few 
high priced specialties. Great Atlan- 
tic & Pacific ran up 353-4 points to 
261, closing at the top. Aluminum 
Company of America jumped 241-2 
points and Deere & Co 81-2, but’ 


Aluminum Industries and American 
Manufacturing preferred each broke 
about 11 points to new low records, 
and Tubize Artificial Silk fell 71-2. 

Oils were quiet, but Gulf of Penn- 
sylvania advanced 2 points and Im- 
fperial 11-4, despite the increase in 
crude oil output last week. With the 
approach of the New York automobile 
show the motor shares attrac 4 
little more attention, Cord and Ford 
of Canada recording moderate gains. 
The few changes in the aviation group 
were downward. 


Slight improvement was shown by 
most “of the Investment Trust, Trad- 
ing and Holding Corporation issues.

The other French pilot, Challe, 
crossed the Atlantic in a westward 
direction. Having left Seville one 
Wh he landed in Brazil 48 hours 
ater, 

As the news of these two exploits 
reached Paris on the same day. the 
enthusiasm of the French press be- 
came delirious. 

At last, after almost two years. 
which French aviation had 
gone through so many’ failures and 
fatal accidents, the records were com- 
ing back to France—the pioneer na- 
tion of flying. 

It is hoped now that Sadi Lecointe 
may in the near future break the 
speed record. During the summer 
French pilots will perhaps at last 
succeed in making a Paris-to-New 
York flight—the supreme desire of all 
Frenchmen who can fly. 


But, although the public here looks 
for “stunt flights” that would bring 
international fame to French wings, 
M. Laurent Eynac, minister of air, 
follows a wiser and less conspicuous 
policy. When he came into office 14 
months ago he adopted as his motto, 
“Haste makes waste.” He found avia- 
tion in a state of literal decay. The 
administration was scattered and dis- 
organized. Flying material was old 
aml inadequate for long or difficult 
flights. He decided to make tabula 
rasa of most that had been done be- 
fore him and to start working on an 
entirely new basis. He put a veto 
on trans-Atlantic flights, because he 
considered it a useless risk to try to 
cross the ocean in a westward direc- 
tion with inadequate planes. In Lau- 
rent Eynac’s eyes the most urgeut 
problems were, and still are, greater 
security in the air, research work in 
the laboratories that would permit the 
building of better planes and equipping 
them with longer lasting motors and 
the development of commercial avia- 
tion. 

During the past year the air min- 
istry s research work has been most 


‘cially studied by experts.

France, being a 
i small country, has 
found that the use of airplanes for 
interior transport has not proved to 
be of sufficient value. The example 


of Germany, where interior airplanes 


have suffered a heavy deficit and are 
gradually being withdrawn, has shown 
the air companies here that it was 
better to work toward developing 
communications with foreign countries 
and the French colonies. AS a result 
the world’s air has been divided by 
the air ministry into three parts: 
One, the Kuropean continent, covered 
by the Farman Company. running 
planes from Paris to Belgium, Hul- 
land, Germany, Scandinavia, Cidna. 
that connects France with Poland; 
Austria, Hungary and the Balkans; 
an air union which is competitor to 
the British lines between Paris, Lon- 
don and Marseilles; an eastern air 
union line to Syria and Indo-China; 
America and Africa, which have been 
given into the hands of the Compagnie 
Generale Aeropostale. This company, 
which a few years ago began traus- 
porting mail into Morocco, now has 
concessions for all South America and 
covers Brazil, Argentine, Chile, Peru 
and Venezuela, and intends in the 
near future to establish lines from 
South America to the United States. 
A new trans-African air route will 
soon be laid down under its auspices 
over the Sahara desert from the 
French-Belgian Congo to Madagascar. 
All over the French, Belgian and Af- 
rican, colonies’ landing grounds at 90 
kilometers distance already have been 
made ready. In 1931 it is believed 
at the air ministry that experimental 
voyages through Asia and Africa will 
be finished and regular planes will 
transport passengers and mail from 
Paris to Madagascar in six days; to 
Saigon in eight...

PERMIT FOR CHICAGO: 


War Department To Act 
Pending Opinion of Su- 
preme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—@)— 
Authority for diversson of Lake Mich- 
igan water into the Chieago river 
after expiration on December 31 of 
the present license will be given to 


the Chicago sanitary district by the 
war department. 

Secretary Hurley, who earlier had 
assured both Chicago and the lake 
states that he would do nathing to 
prejudice their interest in the mat- 
ter, which is now before the supreme 
court of the United States, said to- 
day it had been decided that an ad- 
ministrative act would be necessary 
to permit diversion until such time as 
the supreme court hands down a de- 
cision. 

The order, which is to be issued in 
the next few days, would permit 
diversion at the presenti rate for the 
time being, he said, conforming to the 
recommendations made 
Evaes Hughes, special master ap- 
pointed by the supreme court. 


In order not to conflict with any 
decision which may be reached by 
the court, Mr. Hurley said the ex- 
tension of the privileges would have 
no set date for expiration, but would 
automatically terminate at the time 
the court’s authority is asserted. 

Representatives of the lake states 
which are opposing the Chicago diter- 
sion recently asked Mr. Hurley not 
to act at the expiration of the present 
license.
